S.R.O. 61. — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constituiicm, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regula'ing the method 
of recruitment to the post of Ferro Printer in the Armed 
Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations, 
namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Ser.i."; Oipa- 
nisation (Ferro Printer) Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of the post, classification and scale of pay. — 
The number of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications.! — 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, quali- 
fications and other matters connected therewith, shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedide aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 
of the said Schedule for direct recruitment may be relaxed 
in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance 


v/i.h the orders of the Central Government issued from time 
to time. 

4. Disqualification. — ^No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if sa isfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law ap- 
plicable to such person and tbe other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writting, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving. — ^Nothing in these rules .shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Schedul- 
ed Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

(a) any pci-son may apply to be admitted as a candidate 
for appointment in all or any of the Seivices or 
posts for which he is eligible If he wishes to be 
considered for appointment in moic than one 
Scivice Or post, he shall stale in his applicatior 
foim the names of Seivices. or posts foi which he 
wishes to be considered, and the order of his pic- 
ference for them, and in such cases only one appli- 
cation form shall be necessary and one payment of 
Ihc fee referred to in rule 23 shall be sufficient 
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(b) The Government shall assign successful candidates 
to each Service or post on a consideration of all 
circumstances, including any personal preference ex- 
, pressed by the candidate. 

17. Form of making application. — candidate shall apply 
for admission to the examination before such date, in such 
manner, and in such form, as the Commission may notify : 

Provided that in the case of a candidate who is in the 
permanent or temporary service of the Government or any 
State Government, the application for admission to the exa- 
mination shall be sent through the Head of the Department 
of office in which he is serving. 

18. Nationality. — (1) A candidate for appointment to the 
Service must be. — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tribetan refugee who came over to India before 

the 1st January. 1962 with the intention of per- 
manently settling in iudia, or 

<e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon or East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with 
the intention of permanently settling in India : 

Provided that a candidate belonging to category (b) (c), 
(d) or (e) shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Govern- 
ment of India. 

(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination or interview 
conducted by the Commission and he may also provisionally 
be appointed subject to the necessary certificate being given 
to him by the Government. 

19. Age Limits. — ^A candidate must be between 20 years and 
27 years : 

Provided that the upper age limit mentioned above may be 
relaxed in respect of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, and such other categories 
of persons as may, from time to time, be notified in this be- 
half by the Government, to the extent and subject to the 
conditions notified in respect of each category. 

NOTE : — The crucial date for determining the age limit shall 
be the closing date for receipt of applications from 
candidates in India (other than the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands and Lakshadweep). 

20. Educational qualifications. — Candidates must hold degree 
in Engineering from a University ircorporated by an Act of 
the Central or State Legislature in India, or any other educa- 
tional institution established by an Act of Parliament, or dec- 
lared to be deemed as Universities under section 3 of the 
University Grants Commission Act, 1956 (3 of 1956), or a 
foreign University approved by the Government from time to 
time, or possess a qualification which has been recognised by 
the Government for the purposes of admission to the exami- 
nation. 

NOTE : — (i) In exceptional cases, the Commission may ‘treat 
a candidate, who does not possess any of the 
qualifications prescribed in this rule, as educa- 
tionally qualified, provided that he has passed 
examinations conducted by other institutions the 
standard of which, in the opinion of the Com- 
mission. justifies his admission to the examina- 
tion. 

(ii) Candidates who are otherwise qualified but have 
taken degrees from foreign Universities which 
are not approved by the Government may also 
be admitted to the examination conducted under 
these rules at the discretion of the Commission. 


(iii) A candidate who has appeared at an examma- 
ti jn the passing of which would render him eli- 
gible to appear at an examination conducted 
under these rules may apply for admission to 
the said examination. - A candidate who intends 
to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply. Such candidates may be admitted 
to Ihe examination conducted under these rules, 
if otherwise eligible, but the admission would 
be deemed to be provisional and subject 'o 
cancellation if they do not produce proof of 
having passed the examination as soon as possi- 
ble and in any case not later than a date which 
may be fixed by the Commission in this regard. 

21. Decision of the Commissio.n to be final. — The deci- 
sion of '.he Commission as to the eligibility or otherwise of 
a candidate for admission to the examination shall be 
final; and no candidate to whom a certificate of admission 
has not been issued by the Commission, shall be admitted 
to the examination. 

22. Penalty for misconduct. — A candidate who is or has 
been declared by the Commission to be guilty of — 

(i) Obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 

or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersenation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 

have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or f.alse, or 

suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 

in connection with his candidature for the exami- 
nation, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 
. (viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be. abetting 
the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses, 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable — 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa- 

mination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for specified 
period — 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or selec- 

tion held by them; 

(ii) by the Government, from any empioynient under 

them; and 

(c) if he is already in service under Government, to 

disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 

23. Fee.— A candidate must pay the fee prescribed by 
the Commission, unless exempted therefrom or granted con- 
cession thereof in accordance with the exemption or con- 
cession in this respect notified by the Government from 
time to time. 

24. Preparation of list of successful candidates. — (1) After 
every examination, the names of candidates shall be arrar^- 
ed by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by 
the aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate: and 
in that order so many candidates as are found by the Com- 
mission to be qualified on the basis of the examination shall 
be recommended for appointment up to the number of un- 
reserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the 
examination. 

G.) Candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of vacan- 
cies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
cannot be filled on the basis of the general standard be re- 
commended by the Commission by a relaxed standard to 
make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to the 
fitness of these candidates for appointment to the services 
irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination. 
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(3) If a sufficient number of candidates, who are members 
of the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, are not 
available for filling all the vacancies so reserved,, the vacan- 
cies not so filled shall be filled by appointing candidates, 
not belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes, 
qualified by the standard prescribed by the Cotnmission for 
the Service, and an equivalent number of additional vacan- 
cies shall be reserved for candidates belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes to be filled on the results 
of the next examination. 

(4) If at the next examination a sufficient number of 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the Sche- 
duled Tribes is not available for filling all the vacancies 
reserved for them including those carried forward 
under sub-rule (3) the vacancies so remaining unfilled 
shall be filled by appointing candidates not belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes of the Scheduled Tribes qualified by the 
standard prescribed by the Commission for the Service, and an 
equivalent number of vacancies shall be carried forward to 
the next examination and so on. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (3) and 
(4) no vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes shall be carried forwa.d to any year of the 
examination — 

(al to such an extent that the toal number of vacancies 
so carried forward together with the vacancies 
reserved for candidates who are members of the 
Scheduled Castes and th Scheduled Tribes fo ' ihat 
year; or 

lb) if such vacancies, w'hich are to be carried forward, 
continuously remained unfilled for a period of three 
recruitment years ; 

Provided that in third year, vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes shall be filled up by 
the Scheduled Tribes and the Scheduled Castes respectively, 
if candidates of respective communities are not available. 

25. Appointment. — Success in the examination confers no 
right to appointment unless the Government is satisfied, after 
such enquiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate 
having regard to his charactei and antecedence is suitable in 
all respect for appointment to the Service. 

26. Physical Test. — (1) No candidate shall be appointed to 
the Service who after such medical examination, as the Gov- 
ernment may prescribe, is not found to be in good mental or 
bodily health and free from any mental or physical defects 
likely to inte:Tere with the discharge of the duties of the 
Service. 

(2) Candidates shall have to pay the medical Board such 
free as may be prescribed by the Government from time to 
time. 

(3) The fact that candidate has been physically examined 
shall not mean or imply that he shall be considered for 
appointment. 


PART III 

RECRUITMENT BY PROMOTION OR TRANSFER ON 
DEPUTATION FROM ANOTHER SERVICE OR DEPART- 
MENT 

27. Recruitment by promotion — (1) Promotion to the posts 
mentioned in the Appendix annexed to these fules shall be 
made by selection on merit from among suitable persons from 
the lower posts indicated therein on the recommendations of 
a duty constituted selection committee called the Departmental 
promotion Committee, the composition of which shall be as 
follows ; — 

Chairman — Chairman/Member, UPSC 

Members — (1) Joint Secretary INavy) of any other Joint 
Secretary nominated by the Ministry of Defence. 

(2) Asst. Chief of Personnel /Director of Civilian Person- 
nel, Naval Headquarters. 

(2) The minimum years of service to be rendered in the 
various posts for the purpose of promotion shall be as spe- 
cified in the Appendix annexed to these rules. 

Explanation.~The proceedings of the Departmental Pro- 
motion Committee shall be legally valid and can be 
operated upon notwithstanding the absence of any 
of its members other than the Chairman, pibvided 
that the member was duly invited but he absented 
himself for one reason or the other and there was 
no deliberate attempt to exclude him from the deli- 
brations of the Departmental Promotion Committee 
and provided further that the majority of the mem- 
bers constituting the Departmental Promotion Com- 
mittee are present in the meeting. 

28. Recruitment by transfer on deputation — Recruitment by 
transfer on deputation to any of the above posts mentioned 
in this Part from other SeiVices or Departments shall, if 
necessary, be made by the Government, after consultation with 
the Commission. 


PART IV 

RECRUITMENT BY AD HOC SELECTION 

29. Recruitment by ad hoc selection — In special circums- 
tances recruitment by ad hoc selection of suitable persons 
with such qualifications, age limits and other conditions as 
are considered necessary at any time in the intefest of service 
to the posts mentioned in column 2 of the Appendix anne- 
xed to these rules shall be made by the Commission by open 
advertisement subject to maintenance of -lercentage of pro- 
motion and direct recruitment in the grade of Deputy Arma- 
ment Supply Officer grade II as laid down in rule.
